Led by the legendary Drago 
Sekularac and equipped with 
the finest attack since the days 
of Slobodan Zoraja and Branko 
Buljevic, Footscray JUST is set 
for its best season in the NSL. 


And its success, says midfielder Vlatko Be- 
lic, will be the result of Sekularac’s profession- 
al approach and the toughest training regime 
the players ever have undertaken. 

Belic and his team-mates are undaunted 
by the realisation that they must finish at 
least in the top five if they are to be included 
in the elite 14-team league next year. 

“The players realise that finishing in the top 
five is the only way we'll survive in the 
league,” he says, ‘and we're all determined to 
do it.” 

Sekularac has been training his men six and 
seven times a week since he arrived from Yu- 
goslavia along with his three recruits, Vlado 
Stosic, Zoran Nikitovic and Vojislav Vukcevic. 

More recruits were being considered as we 
went to press — Steve Dimovski from Western 
Suburbs, Pau) Simic from Broadmeadows and 
Vlado Bozinovski from Hellas. 

JUST showed a sign of things to come when 
it thrashed Makedonia 6-1 in a practice match. 
Stosic, from Red Star, was sensational, and 
Ossie Latif scored a hat-trick. 

“We've finally got a sirike force that looks 
for the ball, that’s willing to take on oppo- 
nents and shoot at every opportunity. Stosic 
and Latif look like the best we’ve had since 
Buljevic and Zoraja,” Belic said. 

Belic, 24, is inehis eighth senior season with 
JUST. His first game was against Brisbane City 
in 1978, but when Zdravko Lujic and Igor Haza- 
bent arrived from Yugoslavia, he lost his place 
and didn't become a regular until 1980. 

He's been quite a heavy smoker and admits 
that it's affected his fitness but to cope with 
Sekularac’s training demands, he’s reduced 
his smoking by half, and hasn't touched a drink 
in 2 month. 

“I used te light up after training. Now I'm 
so tired I can’t even look at a smoke,” he 


says.

properly fit, then I got injured again and fin- 
ished up missing half the season 

“Now I’m on the way to being fitter than I’ve 
ever been So too are the other players. They 
don't like it much, having to go every night, but 
they're not saying much about it. It won't go on 
indefinitely Probably another two weeks at 
this level, and then we'll taper off. 

“But you'll see a drastic improvement by 
JUST. In the past, you’d see players com- 


plaining if the balls weren't played directly - 


to their feet. Against Makedonia there were 
no complaints at all. Everyone was willing to 
chase, because they all felt so fit. 

“It was a big contrast to our game against 
Makedonia in the Buffalo Cup because that 
night, we all had lead in our legs from the hard 
training Now the soreness is slowly disappear- 
ing aS we get more used to this level of 
training. 

“Tn the past, we never trained the night be- 
fore a game. But we've been doing thal under 
Seki. I've found it keeps your body in rhythm. 
You train in the evening, then you're raring to 
pet stuck into a real game the next day.” 

A good season is way overdue as far as Belic 
is concerned, He's been waiting for so long, as 
has Lujic. “I've been saying to myself every 
year that this would be the big one. You want 
something to show for your efforts. A little 
trophy, maybe. But it's been depressing at 
JUST because we've always been so far down 
the ladder. It will change this year, mark my 
words.” 

Sekularac, star of two World Cup campaigns 
with Yugoslavia, takes part in ball work and 
spends a lot of time at training with goalkeep- 
ers Nikitovic and Zoran Vlajnic. His brilliant 
skills remain intact. 

“He’s unbelievable with the ball,” says Be- 
lic. “He sells you dummies and it’s very hard 
to read him. He’s got a great shot with both 


feet and he can still beat you with the ball in @ 


confined areas. The only way te get the ball 
off him is to kick him in the leg.” 

Centre back Vukcevic, who looked slow and 
sluggish in the Buffalo Cup, has improved a lot 
as his fitness increases. “He was carrying a bit 
of weight, and he was running in the heat with 
his track suit on to help him get it down,” Belic 
says. 

Simic, a former JUST top scorer who wants 
to return from Broameadows after almost a 
year away from soccer, also has a lot of weight 
to shed. He is certain to be signed. 

Stosic, 21, is adjusting more quickly than the 
other two imports 

Belic raves about the boy. 

“He’s got no fitness problem at all, he’s 
very skilful and he likes to take on oppo- 
nents, just like Ossie Latif. It’s very hard to 
steal the ball from him because he shields it 
so well. He played outside right against Ma- 
kedonia, but he cut inside a lot, and he’s pre- 
pared to shoot.

“We led 5-0 at half time, and fourof us came 
off at half time. Had we stayed on, we would 
have won by a lot more than 6-1.

Green Gully has 23.7 
peints out of 49 for past per- 
formance; George Cress has 
22. 

“Its a year of marking 
time for Green Gully,” Spi- 
teri said. “We don’t believe 
we've got a chance to get 
into the 14team league, and 
even if we did, we're not at 
all sure whether it would be 
wise to be part of it. 

“If the past performances 
of other clubs are worked 
out over nine seasons, why 
don’t they do the same for 
the newer clubs? Green 
Gully won three State 
League championships dur- 
ing this period, so we'd rank 
a lot higher. 

“But I can’t see the 14- 
team league lasting long. A 
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lot of clubs don’t know what 
they've let themselves in 
for. When the whole argu- 
ment started, and Hellas 
said they wanted a 14-team 
league, the NSL chairman, 
Sam Papasavas, warned 
that it would cost each club 
a lot of money. He men- 
tioned a figure of about 
$40,000 each, but that was 
almest 12 months ago. 
“Sydney has put one over 
on Melbourne politically in 
getting guaranteed promo- 
tion to the NSL from the 
NSW State League, while 
Melbourne has te play off 
against Brisbane and Ade- 
laide for the ether premo- 
tion spot. If Melbourne 
clubs drop out and are not 
replaced, then the remain- 
ing Melbourne clubs will 
find themselves with insuf- 
ficient matches against 
home-town oppositior.

the old 14-team league a few 
years ago, the clubs com- 
plained that their fans were 
losing interest because they 
were seeing their team only 
every second week. That 
will again be the case. 

“The only competition ap- 
propriate to Australia is a 
system of State Leagues 
with end-of-year national 
play-offs. Brazil, a big coun- 
try with a huge soccer fol- 
lowing, has exactly such a 
system, yet we keep looking 
to the English model which 
does not suit our 
conditions.” 

During the politicking 
last year, it was suggested 
at an NSL meeting in Syd- 
ney that the two Brisbane 
teams should switch from 
the Southern to the North- 
ern Division, increasing the 
North to 14 clubs and reduc- 
ing the South to 10, The 
Southern clubs then would 
play each other three times 
instead of twice, to make up 
the numbers. 

Hakoah’s Sam Fiszman, 
spokesman for the Sydney 
clubs, opposed the move 
and it was then agreed that 
the Southern Division would 
be subsidised $46,000 by the 
North as compensation for 
keeping the Brisbane 
teams. 

“We haven't seen the 
money yet,” Spiteri said. 
“Our $16,000 affiliation fee 
is being billed at the rate of 
$2000 a month. I reckon 
when we've paid $11,000, we 
should tell the league to col- 
lect the rest from the Syd- 
ney clubs.”

“But first of all the money isn't 
all that much — and .very 
often the club is weeksebe- 
hind with payments. 

“Secondly, hardly anybody 
cares what we have to putup 
with to earn this, what kind 
of disruption it means to our 
family life. J comes home 
late four nights a week, 
groans a few words to us and 
falls asleep. I might as well 
be married to a Zombie. 

“Our son is growing up and 


soon I expect him to ask me . 


about that strange man he 
sees occasionally at the 
breakfast table — his 
father.” 

Margaret says her husband last 
year earned from soccer 
about $9000 and most of it 
was “arranged” by the club 
to be tax-free. “If we had to 
pay tax as well, I'd say it 
wasn't worth it at all.” 

Janet is less militant about it 
all though she also denied 
that her husband, an estab- 
lished first-team man, will 
be a millionaire through 
soccer 

“We both work’, she says, “and 
three times a week he goes 
to training. I head for home, 
cook dinner and wait for 
him. It’s usually 8.30 or a bit 
later that he gets héme, 
exhausted : 

“During the week we never 
have the time or the enérgy 
to go out in the evenings, not 
even to visit relatives. This is 
only possible on Saturdays, if 
thé match is on Sundays 

“T have to help him with many 
of the chores around the 
house, like paint mainten- 
ance and the garden be- 
cause, on his own, he 
wouldn't have the time. 

“Money? Well, it’s useful, as 
we are saving for a home 
and to start a family — but 
it’s not all that much. I don't 
Know exactly but I’d say last 
year he earned about 
$12,000 with bonuses and 
contracts. 

“That's not much less than 
what I earned but in my 
trade women are paid like 
slaves, so it’s not his $12,000 
that is high but my $14,000 
that is low. 

“Is it worth it? I guess so; he 
would probably play even if 
they didn’t pay him a penny.

NEW ERA OF SUPER STARS? 


Europe may scrap 
its quota Systems

A MAJOR soccer dilemma, likely to end in a confrontation be 
tween European associations and governments, ought to be watche: 


with interest in Australia. 


It concerns player movements or the 
admissible transfer of ‘players from 
country to country. 

The root of the trouble is the Com- 
mission of the European Economic 
Community which has called for unre- 
stricted movement by players between 


member countries. 

Strictly speaking the limits put on clubs 
within the EEC countries regarding the num- 
ber of foreign players they are allowed to 
field is already illegal. 

That limit is generally two per club, as in 
Italy, Spain and West Germany, the countries 
which wield the largest carrots when it comes 
to attracting foreign players 

UEFA, the European arm of FIFA, the 
member associations and European soccer of- 
ficials in general are alarmed and are fighting 
the move tooth and nail. 

England is particularly frightened at the 
prospect of losing the cream of its players. 
Recently FAsecretary Ted Croker led a three- 
man delegation to Whitehall to plead the case 
with the British government and ask for its 
support. 

They are not likely to get it and neither are 
other associations with similar lobbies with 
their governments although that seems to be 
the last chance to dissuade the EEC. 

UEFA at first lobbied strongly with the EEC 
Commission but gave up, suggesting to its 
member associations that they shauld all indi- 
vidually lobby with their own governments. 

UEFA says unrestricted player movement 
between countries would cause chaos in 
football. 

The EEC won’t accept that and frankly 
why should it? 

The law in all EEC countries is that a citizen 
of one country can be employed in another 
country without restriction 

If you're British you don’t, in other words, 
need a work permit to be employed in Italy 
and vice versa 

So why should soccer players be different? 
Why should a footballer be denied a job with 
a foreign club if that club wants to employ 
him when an engineer, or an au-pair girl, or 
a truck driver doesn’t? 

The issue of foreign players and their for- 
eign players and their quotas has been a mat- 
ter of contention since the early ‘60s when 
there were no quotas and indeed some clubs 
had more foreigners than natives playing for 
them 

The import mania was such that it even re- 
sulted in the comical dual, or even triple, na- 
tionality status of some players. 

Laszio Kubala for instance played for 
Czechoslovakia, Hungary and Spain; Ferenc 
Puskas for Hungary and Spain; Juan Schiaffino 
for Uruguay and Italy, Omar Sivori for Argen- 
tina and Italy. And so on 


Then came the ruling that no player wht 
had played for a country shall be eligible tc 
play for another, and the quote system whick 
resulted from the fear that foreigners were 
filling the potential places of locals and tha! 
the development of home talent was hinderec 
by their presence 

It was much like the fear in Australia whict 
now sees us on the other side of the coin 
where good overseas talent is being denied us 
in preference to, in many cases, home-brec 
mediocrity 

In fact, for Jong in Europe there was no’ 
even a quota system. Spain and [taly complete 
ly closed their doors and there were no Schus 
ters, Zicos, Platinis and Maradonas to be seen 

I have always felt the restriction on foreign 
ers was an over-reaction and was counter-pro 
ductive to the cause of nurturing home talent 

No Sivoris, Puskases or Di Stefanos mean 
no superstars to look up to and learn from. I 
also meant excellence was ugreachable witt 
money. Clubs would have to uSe more medio 
cre, more workmanlike players to get thei) 
results . 


Using workmanlike players means you 
cannot rely on individual brilliance for re 
sults. It means you have to rely more or 
tactics. than technique. And that means yo! 
are forced to devise whatever tactics it take: 
to win or avoid losing. 


And so the paranoia about foreigners proba 
bly had a hand in the development of negativ 
ism and percentage football And that doe: 
more to restrict the development of natura 
talent than anything. 

But back to Europe’s present predicament 

If the EEC Commission wins its case, and i 
has the power to do so, Europe will certainl! 
have its problems. 

Heaven help the poorer clubs, for the riche! 
ones would gobble up the best players. 

But for football as a whole, ] don’t know. 

The richer clubs would also end up will 
better teams, teams of stars and individual: 
Europe has not seen since the ‘50s. 

There would be a greater need for playe 
excellence, a higher demand for match-winin; 
Stars. Logically that should produce bette 
players 

Australia, not being an EEC nation, wouk 
appear to be unaffected 

But it might be 

If European clubs are forced to drop thei 
quotas altogether it means they may be able t 
sign foreigners, with work permits, fron 
anywhere 

Including Australia! 

And, with a Europe under a free marke 
system where demand will eventually out 
strip supply, Australia would become oni 
more source of talent.

Northern Ireland will appear in World Cup 
finals for the third time. 


In 1958 (after disposing of It- 
aly in the qualifying rounds), it 
beat Czechoslovakia twice and 
drew with Cup holder West 
Germany, while 1982: saw the 
Irish finish above host Spain 
and the highly-rated Yugoslavs 
to reach the second stage. 
Little wonder then that North- 
érn Ireland is recognised as 
the most persistent of interna- 
tional football's giant-killers. 

Great hopes exist for the 
Irish to collect another scalp or 
two in Mexico. Perhaps expec- 
tations are too high 

Northern Ireland opens its 
campaign in Guadalajara 
against an Algerian team far 
more familiar with the inevita- 
bly hot conditions 

The Irishmen are notori- 
ously vulnerable when facing 
opponents who, on paper, ap- 
pear weaker (Finland beat 
them in the qualifying rounds, 
whereas Turkey ended aspi- 
rations during the Jast Euro- 
pean Championship) and the 
north Africans are fully capa- 
ble of creating a surprise on 
June 3. J 

Four days later, Northern 
Ireland meets a Spanish side 
Surely intent upon gaining re- 
venge for the 1-0 defeat suf- 
fered at Valencia in 1982 and 
the Group D programme is 
completed with a game against 
tourney favorite Brazil on June 
12 

Northern Ireland's greatest 
strength i$ an amazing team 
spirit, strong enough to turn a 
team composed largely of un- 
distinguished English League 
professionals into a combina- 
tion of strength, determination, 
fire and not a little flair: 

That spirit enabled the Irish 
to come through the crucial cli- 
max of their qualifying round 
without the aid of injured stal- 


warts John McLelland, Martin 
O'Neill and Billy Hamilton. At 
the time of writing, the fitness 
of this trio was still in doubt. 

However, evergreen Pat 
Jennings appears certain to

Little suy with 
a big heart 


He is a product of Port Melbourne, a club re- 
nowned for breeding champions. His former 
team-mates include Andrew Zinni, Mehmet Dur- 
akovic, Joe Palatsides and Socceroo Mike Peter- 
Sen who are now at Juventus, and Croatia’s Aki 
Kotzamichalis who, at 6ft. 5 ins. is the tallest 
player in Victorian soccer! 

But the name Tsolakis is more synonymous with South 
Melbourne Hellas than with Port Melbourne or Heidel- 
berg, Peter’s father, Manny, was the right winger of the 
Hellas team that won its first championship, in 1962. 
John Margaritis, now Hellas’s coach, was among 
Manny’s team-mates. 

“Dad’s been there, he’s done that,” says Peter. “I’ve 
learned a real lot from him. Every day, we’d be out at 
the park, playing together. After each game, he’d tell me 
what I'd done wrong, and correct me.” 

But there are no divided loyalties when Heidelberg 
meets Hellas. “Dad’s a Heidelberg man through and 
through now,” says Peter. “And we have former Hellas 
players, George Christopoulos and Theo Selemidis who 
try that much harder every time we play in the big 
Greek derby.” 

Opposing full backs try to intimidate Tsolakis, but 
tough talk deesn’t put him off, and most of the free kicks 
go his way. “Peter Lewis of Juventus told me during the 
NSL finals last year that he’d break my leg. I said: “OK, 
go for it’, and walked away. During the game, you're 
enemies, but afterwards Peter was the first to shake my 

. hand. He’s a good guy. But he’s also been my toughest 
opponent, along with Mark Brown of Croydon.”

Croatia’s Tony Curcio clearly was pushed in the 
back by Heidelberg’s Paul Tzintzis just before Curcio 
tripped Tzintzis and Heidelberg was awarded a penal- 
ty from which it levelled the scores in the 43rd minute. 

The winning goal from Croatia came in the 68th 
minute and before Luke Bonacic nabbed it, big Da- 
vie McIntosh impeded Heidelberg goalie Jeff Olver 
when they challenged for a high ball. 

Back to the Curcio-Tzintzis incident. Heidelberg was under 
pressure and was belting the ball clear. One such clearance, a 
mighty one at that, by Andy Higgins, sent the ball sailing 
downfield. Curcio was in control of the situation but Tzintzis 
won possession by elbowing Curcio in the back. Curcio then 
spun around and tripped Tzintzis. Referee Chris Bambridge 
had been understandably caught well out of position by Hig- 
gins’ hefty clearance. He obviously didn’t see Tzintzis’s push 
but, sprinting at full pace, Bambridge was there in time to view 
Curcio’s trip. 

Now, on to the winning goal. 

Davor Todoric sent over an inswinging corner. Gary 
Ward headed on, sending the ball into the teeth of the Hei- 
delberg goal. Olver jumped with McIntosh but wasn’t even 
able to effect a clean punch and from my vantage point, 
appeared to be hindered in his attempt to attack the ball, 
which fell at the feet of Bonacic who slammed it in from 
point blank range. The goal stood when a free kick to Hei- 
delberg should have been awarded. 

Croatia coach Miron Bleiberg dropped Robert Markovac, 
the second highest scorer in the Buffalo Gold Cup, and used 
Todoric alongside Ward in the starting line-up. Todoric’s pen- 
chant for a wide attacking role on the left found him in such a 
position often but Croatia still was able to get midfielders 
forward to support Ward. , 

Bleiberg didn't toss us any tactical teasers as he had done in 
the semi-final against George Cross. Drago Deankovic was 
back on his favorite right side as was Josip Biskic. Jim Camp- 
bell and Steve Gojevic were in central midfield spots with 
Bonacic on the left. Heidelberg’s line-up, predictably, was 
unchanged with George Christopoulos sweeping up, Alan 
Hunter stopper, Higgins in a central midfield berth with John 
Metaxas, Tzintzis and Peter Tsolakis up front. 

Tsolakis was presented with his trophy as the competition's 
best player then it was down to business and Deankovic hardly 
let little Tsolakis get a sniff of the ball in the first half. 

In the 2nd minute, Josip Biskic’s corner to the near post was 
headed on into the side netting by Ward and in the 5th minute 
Olver was sliding about at the near post trying to cover a 
Campbell shot which had been deflected. A minute later Olver 
was in agony. 

He dropped a high ball and Bonacic tried to get a foot to it. 
Olver recovered but fumbled the ball again. Bonacic tried to 
get a foot to it again but only succeeded in connecting with 
Olver. 

The Heidelberg goalie lay motionless on the ground as 
play continued. Bambridge realised that Olver was hurt so 
he stopped play and on came the trainer. A glance at the 
Heidelberg team sheet revealed that five reserves were 
listed. Not one of them was a goalkeeper and that’s bad 
organisation any way you look at it. 

Fortunately for Heidelberg, Olver was able to continue. 

Heidelberg’s first clear strike at goal came in the 10th min- 
ute. John Metaxas won the ball on the right of the Croatia area 
and lobbed it to the far post. Tzintzis had escaped his marker 
but headed just wide 

Olver came charging out of his area and slid down to belt the 
ball clear just before Ward could get a touch to a superb 
through ball by Gojevic in the 16th minute and two minutes 
later Heidelberg fans were jumping out of their seats claiming 
that Tzintzis should have been awarded a penalty. 

Tzintzis had turned Hannah superbly on the right and mo- 
tored into the Croatia area. McIntosh came across to confront 
him. Tzintzis pushed the bail too far forward then threw him- 
self across McIntosh’s outstretched leg but Bambridge wasn’t 
fooled, correctly waving play on. 

In the 23rd minute Todoric, what a sweet left foot he has, 
sent in an inswinging corner which was headed over by Ward 
at the near post. 

In the 25th minute, Heidelberg strung together a fine move. 
Christopoulos played the ball forward to Hunter on the left. 
Hunter played a long ball to the feet of Tsolakis whose first 
time lay-off put Metaxas in possession. Metaxas tried a long 
shot. The ball was deflected to the far post and Mirko Runje 
was alert enough to race off his line and get to it before 
Tzintzis. 

Olver got down well to hold a firm, low shot from Biskie in 
the 26th minute.

Even so, 
Olver recovered well only to tip the ball on to the bar.

Bonacic played a superb ball to GojeVic in the 34th minute. 
Gojevic lost possession but battled well to win thé bail back. He 
then struck a low shot on the turn but Olver was down in a 
flash and held the ball safely.

_ Drago Deankovic of Melbourne Croatia was dumped 
in the reserves for 18 months after following his mates, By 
Josip Biskic and Jozo Antolovic to Australia. Today, LAURIE 
Deankovic rivals Alan Davidson as the finest right back SCHWAB 


in the country. a. SS sf 
Deankovic is flattered by the comparison, but he FETT NINES AT cea lS le ee 


laughs it off. 2 


“Davidson is better,” he says. ‘I really like the way he plays 
for Australia. 

“! Sike the whole Australian team, and the way it plays 
under Frank Arok,”” adding that it is his ambition also to play 
for the Socceroos. 


In a few months’ time, Deankovic, 26, will have been a 
permanent resident for the three years that are required before 
you are eligible for Australian citizenship. And once he is na- 
turalised, he’s sure to be considered by Arok, who was im- 
pressed by Deankovic in Croatia's 3-2 victory over George 
Cross in the Buffalo Gold Cup semi-finals. 

Unfortunately for eager fans, they won'‘tbe able to compare 
the full-back qualities of Deankovic and Davidson in clashes 
between Croatia and Hellas this year, because while Davidson 
plays right back for Australia, he will be in midfield for Hellas. 


Manfred Kaltz, the former West German intemational, is the 
full back’on whom Deankovic has tried to model himself. 

“1 want to play like he played, he says. “He is strong, big 
and fast, and he has a very good cross * 

Deankovic had 4 bit of readjusting to do when he came to 
Australia, because he'd never played full back before. He was 
a centre back with Borova and Osijek back home. ‘We always 
played double centre halves at home. One would mark, and the 
other would sweep, depending what side the action was on. 


“When 1 came here, I thought they didn’t know soccer in 
Australia, but ! was very surprised. There is good soccer here. nd Aust 
{it is not easy for players from overseas. Some players cannot t Ru 
adapt (Erz 

“Now J really enjoy playing full back, although Miron Blei- 
berg tries to make me more a midfielder { go forward like a 
midfielder, but t cail myself a full back.” 


Only four 10-ratings were awarded to players during the 
Buffalo Cup. They went to Deankovic for his performance 
against George Cross — and to his Croatia team-mates Steve 
Gojevic and Gary Ward for their roles in a 6-0 victory over 
Morwell Falcons, as well as Heidelberg goalkeeper Jeff Olver 
in the final. 

Obviously, Deankovic is looking forward to the best season 
of his career and perhaps to winning the NSL championship, 
yet it was all so different in 1983 


The Deankovic story begins back in Yugoslavia, where he 
played for Borova in the third division, and graduated to the 
senior team of Osijek, then coached by Dom Kapetanovic, 
now the boss of Canterbury- Marrickville. Antolovic, who re- 
turned late last year to Yugoslavia, also was at Osijek 


Biskic, who had been with Deankovic at Borova, and Anto 
lovic, joined Melbourne Croatia in 1982, and Deankovic fol- ee IVE, ESCHOGIE ACHE 
lowed them three months later. sgh 

“Qt the end of that season, | played all the games under 
coach Joe Kiss. My last game was in the top four series 
against Green Gully, Deankovic says. 
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Then John Gardiner became the coach. I'li never forget my 
first training session under him. He picked up 16 players, and 
sent the rest of us to train with the reserves at the other side 
of the ground He just didn't like me. 


“l was out for one and a half years, playing in the reserves, 
sitting on the bench, coming on for 10 or 15 minutes. I really 
lost confidence in that time. People did not believe in me. It 
was a hard time 


“Terry Hennessy came from America and took over from 
Gardinerin early 1984 and I thought it would be different now. 
He was a good coach and he would demand discipline. But 
after a good start, it was the same as before. The players were 
the chiefs —- Tommy Cumming, Keith Adams and Shaun Par- 
ton. They always had something to say, and Hennessy left. | 
always got on OK with these players, but they liked a different 
style of soccer ~ 


Deankovic was considered the best player in Croatia’s re- 
serves, and even the reserves coach, George Train, couldn't 
understand why Deankovic wasn't being given a go in the first 
team. Deankovic acknowledges, though, that Croatia had an 
excellent team which was by no means easy to break into. 


“Tony Curcio was the right back and Ante Bilaver the left 
back. Then George Hannah came and took over from Bilaver. 
They were all good players,” he says. 


“But when Hennessy resigned, Tommy Cumming took over 
as coach for a while, and I think he and some of the committee 
pushed me into the team. My first full game after 18 months 
was against Makedonia in the National Cup. Robert Markovac 
also played his first game that day. Later, Tony Vrzina took 
over as coach and we had a run of about 17 games without 
losing, and | played in all of them. 


“Buf | had to keep playing well because there was strong ate cae 
compention Waa Peter Lewis who joined From Sreent Gally @ Rozice 
and Jim Campbell who came from Heidelberg. Campbell was PSOE EC, Bid ORR, RR IEP 
on the bench for many games, and Lewis, althoughheisaright [EF 7; STEVE WATSON, 
back, was put in as stopper or midfielder so | could keep my aE 
position.” 

Deankovic’s confidence has improved even more under 
Miron Bleiberg who became senior coach at the end of the 
1985 season. “! have more experience now, as well,” he says. 
“Mironis an honest man. He doesn’t talk behind your back. He 
has made the team just like a family. We all talk together about 
every game and the spirit is excellent. But I don’t know how 
Miron can keep together such a big squad. If he can doit, it will 
be a miracle.” 

The latest to join that large squad are Davor Todoric, a 
sensational left flanker from Zadar, and striker Ante Ljubic 
who has returned to Australia after spending the off season 
back home. 

““Todoric will be a top player in Australia. Keep an eye on 
him,” Deankovic says. - 

Croatia had hoped to get Antolovic back for the 1986 sea- SS ae LEVEL OSES FAL EES: ST 
son, but the club can’t count on it, according to Todoric. “'! 3 Tani ngR noe 
have spoken to him on the phone, his wife is having a baby, ates 3 
and he’s trying hard to make it over there. He is with Olimpija 
in the third division. Maybe he will be back for next year.” 


Deankovic himself, has no intention of going back home in 
the foreseeable future. "| came here for one year but now it 
has been four years,” he says. “1 am buying a flat now, which 
will take three or four years to pay off." 

He and his wife have one child, a daughter, Ivana. His wife's 
name is Gordana, the same name as Frank Arok’s wife. ‘I must 
now have a good chance to be selected,’’ Deankovic jokes. 


The Deankovic-Biskic combination on the right flank is one 
of Croatia’s strongest weapons. ‘‘We have an excellent under- 
standing because we have played together so jong,”” Deanko- 
vic says. ‘| could be blind, but | would still know where Biskic 
is. It is not that | want to give the ball only to Biskic all the 
time, but | trust him and he always makes the right move. 


“Gary Ward is another fine player. He is the only one whois 
really hungry for goals. Everyone at Croatia knows how té play 
soccer but we need someone to score, and that’s Ward. To- 
doric is more like Biskic, he plays on the side, and he crosses 
the ball, but he also likes to come inside and he is very strong, 
so he probably will score too. Ljubic also has a chance to play. 
He is a good striker, and he can play also in midfield.”
